Europe the actual need of food by the 
enemy peoples has been recognized, 
and the embargo upon the products of 
the packers has been lifted; and 


W hereas, It is us needful to the 
preservation of the lives and industries 
of the Germans that they shall 
be 
premitted to have clothing as well as 
food: 
Lloyd George and others have 
declared that the evils which menace 
the world under the threat of Bolshe­ 
vism spring from poverty, hunger and 
nakedness, and that these are the 
products of idleness; without 
they 
shall speedily be put $o work, the ex­ 
pectation of heavy indemnities from 
the Ghermans will disappear, and it is 
becoming more and more apparent to 
the common sense of the world that 
the best, assurance that can be given 
for a return to normal conditions is to 
turn from incessant debate to indus­ 
trial activities, and to put ali idle 
hinds to work: and 
W hereas, No reason related to any 
rn iitary necessity ever existed for the 
I ;vy of an embargo upon the export of 
cotton to Switzerland, Holland, 
Spain 
and other neutral countries —and, 
if 
one ever existed, it has long since dis­ 
appeared, and, as now maintained, if 
would be, under ordinary conditions, 
taken as a direct affront to each of 
these countries, for which no provoca­ 
tion has been given by them; and 
W hereas, It is apparent from these 
indisputable 
truths that behind the 
em bargo lutks the sinister purpose to 
restore conditions relating to the 
pro­ 
duction and sale of cotton which exist­ 
ed before the war, when the labor de­ 
voted to it was more poorly paid than 
th a t of any other country in the world 
which was classed as civilized; when 
the industrial system imposed upon 
the cotton-producing States, establish­ 
ed in p art and condoned in full by the 
Government, reqjired the production 
of cotton, 
in the main, 
by children 
who should have been in school, and 
by women who should have been en­ 
gaged in 
domestic duties in 
their 
homes, and the price to which cotton 
has been i educed through the employ­ 
m ent of the embargo has perpetuated 
these conditions; and 
W hereas, There is now in precess of 
organization what will be, in elf cot, an 
international pool, embracing ail the 
foreign nations which are m anufac­ 
turers of cotton, and which has for one 
of its purposes the adoption of a sys

producers of cotton that they must 
rely upon themselves and upon the 
discreet and firm employment ot their 
own influence arid power for their own 
protection.
